Master Farm Families? 


WORK WANTED 


Do you know of a farm family in your area that 
has achieved notable success in farming, home mak¬ 
ing and citizenship? We feel that in the County of 
Vulcan there must be several families that fit this 
category and are probably eligible for the provincial 
government’s annual Master Farm Family awards. 

This year’s master farmers will receive an all¬ 
expense paid trip to Expo 67 for themselves and their 
wives or $1,000 if they cannot make the trip. A maxi¬ 
mum of five farm families will win the award. 

To be eligible for nomination, the family must 
be Canadian citizens, and the farmer must be an 
owner-operator or a lease-operator of the farm. The 
farmer must have spent at least 20 consecutive years 
running his operation. If he has served in the Cana¬ 
dian Armed Forces, this will count as time spent 
farming. 

Nominations must be made on the forms provided 
and be signed by at least three neighbors who must 
accept the nomination. Forms can be obtained from 
district agriculturists and district home economists 
and nominations close July 14. 

The award is to provide a practical demonstra¬ 
tion of farm and family progress and of approved 
practices that bring success. The award should draw 
attention to the wholesomeness and dignity of rural 
life. Finally, the award should show the rising 
generation an example of the higher ideals of agri¬ 
culture and the opportunities in rural citizenship.
